I'm inclined to agree with Meir on past experience, and not just because I'm 

one of the sources of manuals, either. However, in this case the only two 

errors I see are that the rated impedance of the audio pack secondary is 4000 and 
250, and the earlier models in the two large model groups (all excluding JNQ) 

do not have the 250 ohm tap. 


If you want to use the BC-348 with an LS-3 you need to use the 4000 ohm tap. 
Same for Headsets HS-18 and HS-23. For low-Z equipment (LS-9, HS-33 or 
HS-38) use the 250 tap.
